John S. Gallagher, Bristol Town­ 
ship commissioner, was accident­ 
ly shot yesterday afternoon by 
Phillip McElwee, 17, IO Misty 
Pine Read, Mill Creek section. 
Levittown, one mile west of Route 


413 near Neshaminy Creek. 
The youths, with two other 
teenagers, were shooting at tin 
cans when, unknown to the others. 
Gallagher 
moved 
toward 
the 
creek and apparently wandered 
into the field of fire. McElwee 
was firing at a tree, police said, 
when Gallagher was hit from a 
range of about 75 yards. 


McElwee said he did not see 
Gallagher until he came running 
toward his companions exclaim­ 
ing “I’m h it" 


“At first we thought he was 
kidding,’* McElwee said. "Then 
he showed us where he had been 
hit. I didn t see the wound, but 
there was blood." 


At no time did Gallagher col­ 
lapse, McElwee said. The f o u r 
youths walked up an embankment 
where they met Albert Medley, 
16, 106 Kingwood Lane. Kenwood, 
Levittown, and Robert Bodner, 
16, 74 Kingwood Lane, who were 
looking 
for 
a 
camping 
site. 
Madley and Bodner had a car. 
They rushed Gallagher to the 


hospital while the others stayed 
behind. At the hospital, Gallagher 
was able to walk to the emer­ 
gency ward. 
. A shaken McElwee pondered 
today why Gallagher had gone 
near the creek from the embank­ 
ment near the railroad tracks 
where the boys were firing. 
“I don’t know why," he said. 


“When he ran back to us. he said 
he had been walking along when 
he was hit,"

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French Arrest OAS Chief In Algiers 


Russians Threaten 
Walkout In Geneva 


GENEVA 'U PP—Russia threat­ 
ened today to walk out of the 
17-nation disarmament conference 
because the United States re­ 
fused to postpone its nuclear test­ 
ing for the duration of t h e s e 
talks. 
The American statement and 
Soviet threat came in an unusual 
Good Friday meeting of the con­ 
ference forced by the Soviet 
Union, which kept filibustering in 
a last-ditch effort to block re­ 
newed American nuclear testing 
in the atmosphere, scheduled to 
start next week. 
At the end of more than three 
hours of wrangling, the confer­ 
ence 
adjourned 
until 
Tuesday 
morning, with East and West ap­ 
parently agreed to accept a neu­ 
tral proposal for breaking the 
nuclear test stalemate as one, but 
not as the exclusive, basis for 
further negotiations. 


But Soviet Deputy Foreign Min­ 
ister Valerian Zorin still refused 
to accept the Western point of 
view that compulsory on-site in­ 
spection of a suspected violater 
by an international organization 
must be part of a nuclear test 
ban treaty.

Dean said even if Russia ac­ 
cepted that principle again, as it 
once did for three years, the 
United States will continue to test 
weapons until an effective treaty 
is signed. 


Replying to a Soviet question 
whether the United States would 
undertake not to conduct nuclear 
explosions 
during 
negotiations 
here, Dean declared; 


“The answer is no—the United 
States will not undertake such an 
obligation. 


“The United States has learned 
its lesson with regard to a volun­ 
tary. unpoliced moratorium which 
can be broken at will by the Soviet 
Union on any pretext it wishes to 
dream up." 


“Renewed nuclear testing.” Rus­ 
sia's Zorin replied, “will create an 
extremely tense international at­ 
mosphere fraught with dangers 


for a test ban, for disarmament 
and for relations between govern­ 
ments. . . ’’ 


The resumption of nuclear test­ 
ing in the atmosphere by the 
United States has been viewed 
as one of the crisis points the 
disarmament conference will have 
to face. The other is the June I 
deadline for a conference interim 
report to the United Nations Dis­ 
armament Commission 


T h e 
Soviets 
already 
have 
warned they would stage new- 
nuclear weapons tests for every 
test carried out by the West 
The issue between the East and 
the West remains what it has 
been since last September, when 
Russia threw over all the agree­ 
ments of three years of tedious 
negotiation and announced it no 
longer accepted any form of inter­ 
national control of a nuclear test 
ban treaty.

“If these reports are correct 
that Maj. Roberts spoke in uni­ 
form without submitting his re­ 
marks for clearance and after 
having been informed to do so 
and if he questioned the loyalty 
of Mayor Yorty and Assistant 
Secretary of State Williams, then 
I feel his actions are appropriate 
for investigation by the Army," 
the senator said.
